to put all the state statutes in

lim ited the title of a law to one 
siihiect m atter So the legisla 
lure am ended the constitution 
a procedure that takes at

The two-part TV special on the life of Eleanor and Franklin 
was expertly filmed The actress who portrayed Eleanor did a 
remarkable job in creating the image of a woman who was 
either loved, hated, or misunderstood during her life. The 
portrayal probably meant more to those of my generation who 
remember both Eleanor and Franklin. Just out of college, my 
first lasting job was on a Hearst paper in Washington D.C., and 
one of my first assignments was to attend a press conference 
held by the wife of the president. Her high nasal monotonous 
voice, her poise, her empathy and high regard for members of 
the press came through loud and clear. The actress who por­ 
trayed her character brought out these qualities. She em­ 
phasized her coolness to life, her complete disregard of self, and 
her concern for others. It was never to come through with 
warmth but was always done in a sense of duty. She had an 
intellectual approach not only to the duti es of a housewife but to 
her child rearing, and to life in general. 
The fact that Franklin Roosevelt was an invalid was carefully 
concealed by members of the press. Never was a photograph 
released showing him in a wheel chair. Because it was difficult 
for him to travel, sons Jam es and Elliott were always at his 
side. Eleanor took it on herself to be his eyes and ears. She 
traveled constantly and was concerned with the welfare of the 
“ blue collar workers.” Her approach was intellectual. Many of 
the reforms during these depression days were probably done at 
her suggestion Because she did assume a “ faceless” facade 
during those early years in the White House, many cartoons and 
jokes were made about her. One of them showed a cold miner 
looking up through the dust and grime of the mine, saying, 
“ Wow, it’s Mrs Roosevelt.” 
The television portrayal of their childhood, romance, and life 
explained many things about both of them. 
It had always been understood that the dominate person in 
Franklin’s life was his mother. To have lived in the same house 
with her, and to have had her children quote "N a n a ” constantly 
must have given Eleanor an almost impossible position in the 
household. 
When Eleanor was in schoc, she wrote her Uncle Ted saying 
that she could not wait to become a part of the mainstream ot 
life Throughout her life, she must have held on to this ideal Her 
father influenced her more than she probably realized 
Because her childhood was spent as a loner she never ad­ 
justed to the warmth and joy of a typical adolescent of that day. 
Even when her grandmother asked her to leave school and not 
graduate, she did not protest. She came home for her debutante 
party. She joined the Junior League, but was more interested in 
welfare work than social parties. 
This two-part special could have been very dreary but it was 
fast-paced and incidents w ere chosen to bring out situations that 
changed their life and welded their relationship together 
Eleanor's triumph came when she and Louis Howe convinced 
Franklin he should re-enter politics rather than become a 
gentleman farmer as his mother insisted 
Because I thought I knew her as a person, I did praise her 
good qualities and her many achievements after Franklin’s 
death The roommate never asked my politics before we were 
married, 
but during 
the drive back 
to 
Rushville from 
Washington, he had had it “ Listen, if you are a Democrat that is 
O K by me, but please, please, don’t mention it in Rushville!”

Ideas And Ideals 
Road Conditions 
According to a recent 
et ies of television com ­ 
mercials. it m ay not "be nice to fool Mother Nature." 
but that does not mean that it is wrong to help her out 
whenever possible. 
A ca se in point is the recent conditions of street 
u Ullin the City of Rushville and roads throughout 
Rush Coutny following snows that have hit this area 
Even several days after the snow had fallen, both 
city streets and county roads bore the evidence of 
winter’s fury 
The effects of such conditions can 
readily 
be 
told 
by 
law 
enforcem ents 
officers 
throughout the county and city. Was every action 
possible taken to clear streets and roads? 
A string of accidents that can be blam ed directly on 
snow and ice covered roads is to be expected during 
and im m ediately following a snow storm such as the 
ones that have hit this part of the state so far. 
Drivers have the responsibility to take every 
precaution possible to drive as safely as possible 
given the 
poor conditions 
These sa m e drivers. 
how ev er.should be able to expect that every effort 
possible will be made to clear streets and roads in 
order to m ak e them safe for travel follow ing winter 
storms This is especially true several days following 
a snowfall 
Since the first of this year, there have been at least 
12 accidents that have been attributed to snow or ice 
covered roads. 
In addition to the hundreds of dollars worth of 
dam ages caused, at least a dozen persons were in­ 
jured as a result of the wrecks. 
Indeed, som e of the accidents took place during 
snow storm s or im m ediately following them. The 
majority, however, and the largest number of per­ 
sonal injury crashes w ere recorded at least one and 
usually 
m ore 
days 
following 
a 
snow 
or 
any 
m easurable depth 
Both city and county officials should review two 
areas concerning the road clearing operations they 
oversee First of all, is there adequate equipment to 
handle the job0 Not even the most dedicated street 
and road departm ents can do a sufficient job if there 
is not enough equipment 
The second point to ponder is if enough money has 
been allocated ana is available to properly m ake use 
of present equipment so that streets and roads can be 
cleared as soon as possible. 
Once these two areas are reviewed, both city and 
county leaders must once again realize that Indiana 
is a place where "Mother Nature" alone cannot be 
depended upon to clear roadways. 
Along with this. Rushville officials should ask why 
no effort w as made to clear citv-owned parking lots. 
This would serve as a com m on courtesy to those who 
regularly pay parking m eter or monthly parking 
rates. 
Probably more important, though, is the fact that a 
person who could possible fall on the ice or snow in a 
city-owned lot could bring suit against the city for 
more money than the initial cleaning could cost. 
In city or county, motorists depend on the roads 
being as safe as possible If every effort possible was 
made in the past two w eeks to meet this end. then 
possibly m ore equipment or manhours are needed. 
If an all-out effort were not made, though, now is 
the time to wonder why before another major storm 
system passes this way.

The condition you describe is 
unusual, but not rare This birth 
defect is known as ‘‘super­ 
numerary digits " Actually, all 
this means is that tne number of 
toes 
exceeds 
the 
normal 
number This can occur on both 
the feet and the hands 
When the proper time comes, 
the extra digit ( toe or finger) 
can be safely removed by 
surgery The results are ex­ 
cellent. 
There 
are 
many 
surgeons who devote them­ 
selves almost exclusively to 
complicated hand and feet 
abnormalities. 
Since there are no other 
evidences of birth defects you 
must rest reass’ired that there 
is no likelihood that any ad­ 
ditional problems will arise. 
Children born with extra 
digits are operated on long 


before they are in contact with 
other children. Consequently, 
embarrassing situations are 
avoided.

All polyps in the nose are 
caused by infections of the nose 
and sinuses, allergies or a 
combination of both. 
Herein lies the basis for your 
problem. It is inadequate to 
remove the polyps and not treat 
the basic underlying reason for 
their development.

This meant that some site was 
needed as an induction center 
for the rookie soldiers 
Gov 
Oliver P Morton, who wielded 
enough power to make him the 
virtual dictator of Indiana for 
the duration of the war, ordered 
the state fairgrounds converted 
into a reception center for raw 
recruits 


Horse Barns Converted 
The horse barns were con­ 
verted into barracks and other 
ouildings were similarly con­ 


verted for war-time use 
The 
new welcome center for soldiers 
was named Camp Morton in 
honor of the governor By the 
fall of 1861.

Butler at Springfield. 111., and

The first prisoners of war 
iegan to trickle into Morton the 
same month the Tennessee fort> 
ell to Grant. It wasn't long 
oefore Camp Morton was host to 
7.300 rebel prisoners When the 
w ar ended in 1865. Camp Morton 
had housed more than 15.000 
men in grey.

Colonel Richard Owen He was

A year later the camp had 
more than 5.000 prisoners and 
not all of them were rebel 
soldiers.

facilities Gradually there built 
up a hard core of criticism 
directed at Camp Morton The 
complaints centered around the 
kind of care prisoners were 
receiving.

to 1865 there were 1,600 deaths 
at Camp Morton Most of the 
deaths were attributed to ex ­ 
posure by southern soldiers to

He found the care of sick

There were only six hospital 
tents for thousands of prisoners

Stevens 
persuaded city hospital officials 
to turn over one wing of the 
Indianapolis City Hospital for 
the care of his prisoners. In 
order to see that the prisoners 
got proper care the nurses of 
Indianapolis donated their time 
to tending the ill men in grey. 


Conditions improved at Camp 
Morton 
The Union a rm ies 
swept through the south and by 
the spring of 1865 the war was 
over In June of 1865. only 300 
prisoners were left at Camp 
Morton 
On June 6. 1865, a 
general amnesty order from the 
War Department freed them 
and Camp Morton was laid to
